3.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


A — Fever.  Arrangements  exist  with  Northallerton  for  the  reception  of  Scarlet  Fever, 

Diphtheria,  Typhoid  cases  in  their  Hospitals. 

Smallpox.  Arrangements  with  Darlington  exist  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
Smallpox. 

A  Joint  Hospital  board  has  been  formed  with  Richmond  etc.  to  build  an  Isolation  Hospital. 

B — Hospital  accommodation  for  Tubercular,  Maternity,  Children  and  Orthopaedics  falls  with¬ 
in  the  purview  of  the  County  Council.  Unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants 
and  Homeless  Children  in  the  Area  are  dealt  with  under  the  new  Poor  Law. 

Ambulances.  Ambulances  can  be  obtained  from  : —

Ambulance  for  Infectious  Cases  are  sent  from  Northallerton  or  Thirsk  at  the  request 
of  M.O.H.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  raise  a  Wensleydale  Ambulance  to  be 
kept  at  Leyburn  for  general  cases. 

The  Officers  of  the  District  Council  are  a  Medical  Officer  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  latter 
Mr.  Sutton  being  qualified  and  certificated. 

There  is  a  District  Nurse  at  Leyburn,  who  supervises  Leyburn,  Bellerby  and  Spennithorne. 
There  is  another  at  Redmire,  who  visits  Preston,  Wensley,  Redmire,  Castle  Bolton  and 
West  Witton. 

There  is  a  District  Nurse  for  Hunton,  Patrick  Brompton,  Newton-le  Willows  and  Constable 
Burton. 

There  is  a  resident  Nurse  Midwife  at  East  Witton  who  also  serves  Middleham  and  Coverdale. 
The  District  Nurses  act  as  Midwives. 

Free  examination  of  Swabs.  Doctors  make  their  own  arrangements. 

Sputum  examined  for  tubercuJe  at  expense  of  County  Council. 

Free  provision  of  Diphtheria  anti- toxin. 

Buildings  and  Scavenging  Byelaws  have  proved  of  value. 

There  is  a  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

There  have  been  few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  throughout  the  year  worst  at 
Hunton. 

The  R.D.  Council  provide  Diphteria  immunization.  Immunization  is  offered  to  all  through 
their  own  doctor,  the  Council  will  pay  8/-  for  each  case  immunised.

4.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA.. 
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Finghall _ The  private  scheme  is  working  satisfactory. 

Hunton _ The  water  supply  is  derived  from  two  shallow  wells.  Some  of  the  houses  are  a 

considerable  distance  from  the  wells  and  there  is  a  temptation  to  use  the  beck  water. 
Constable  Burton  needs  a  better  supply.  The  Bedale  scheme  will  supply  Barden, 

Hauxwell,  Iiunton,  Patrick  Brompton,  and  if  needed,  Newton-le- Willows. 

Hunton,  Bellerby,  are  in  need  of  efficient  sewage  schemes. 

Newton-le-Willows — A  scheme  is  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

The  existing  sewers  ard  stone  culverts  and  are  unsuitable  for  water-closet  sewerage. 
Leyburn.  Satisfactory. 

Middleham.  All  houses  are  supposed  to  be  connected  to  the  sewer.  New  sludge  beds 

have  been  made. 

Leyburn,  Middleham,  East  W7itton,  Swinithwaite  and  Castle  Bolton  have  proper  sewerage 
schemes. 

Preston  has  a  tank  and  filter  but  sewers  and  culverts.  A  proper  scheme  is  being  drawn  up. 
The  Council  have  agreed  to  contract  for  the  collection  and  removal  of  house  refuse  in  Middle¬ 
ham  and  Leyburn,  and  for  the  cleansing  of  privies  &  removal  of  refuse  in  Hunton,  Hornby 
and  Arrathorne.  Bellerby  should  be  scavenged,  also  Castle  Bolton. 

The  refuse  will  be  disposed  of  on  controlled  tips.  The  night  soil  is  deposited  on  arable 
land  but  with  increasing  difficulty. 

This  is  a  beginning  :  the  scavenging  of  the  remaining  villages  is  necessary. 

Controlled  tipping  does  not  prevent  rats  breeding.  Incineration  is  the  only  cure. 

The  whole  drainage  outlook  is  changing,  WT.C’s.  are  appearing  in  hamlets  and  discharging  in¬ 
to  rubble  drains. 

Then  these  drains  are  replaced  by  pipes  and  the  effluent  escapes  into  becks  &  so  to  the  river. 
Some  simple  tank  and  filter  treatment  should  be  given  to  all  sewage  before  if  reaches  a  stream. 
The  idea  seems  to  be — pollute  until  you  are  stopped.
